SUMMARY 

The authors found two different forms among the seeds of Benincasa cerifera 
Savi, collected from various markets of China and Japan. 

The two forms, however, can not be separable by the shape of their developed 
plants. The seeds of the one form show velvetlike appearance on the surface and 
have an upheaved band along their margin (I-form, Fig. 1, A-D). On the other 
hand, those of another one show no hairy appearance on its surface having no 
upheaved band along the margin at all (Il-form, Fig. 1, E, F). 

The authors decided that the name of Benincasa cerifera Savi had been given 
to the I-form plants, and the Il-form is a new form: Benincasa cerifera 
forma emarginata K. Kimura et Sugiyama.
